At the South Church, Sunday morning, 
_ occurred the annual baccalaureate sermon 
to the graduating class of Abbot Acad- 
emy by Rev. Ezra L. Brainerd, Presi- 
dent of Middlebury College, ‘Vt. There 
was a.very large attendance, and the ser- 
mon was full of good counsel tothe young 
lads.

It is like our shadow; if we chase after 
it, we can never overtake it, but’ if we 
cease to pursue it and walk in the path of 
duty, it will always follow us. The es- 
teein of our fellowmen 1s another blessing 
of lite that comes as God’s gift to his, be- 
loved, And lastly, the higher graces of 
character are not so much matters of per- 
sonal attainment as the unconscious re- 
sults. of our endeavor to serve God. 
The preacher’s closing words to the 
“yeung ladies of the graduating class were 
as follows: “‘Our thoughts go out to-day 
to those who are so soon to reach the end 
of their academic training and commence 
a new act in. the drama of life.

Vacation Studies. 


The Congregationalist of last week has 
an interesting article on the above subject 
by Rev. Edward.Everett Hale D.D., and 
in view of. the many young people in 
town just'approaching the summer’s rest, 
it may be of interest to them: 


I had the pleasure last summer of writ- 
ing some hints for this paper as to the 
work of young people in renewing school 
life after va¢ation. . I am going now to 
supplement those hints by some sugges- 
tidns as to the best way to enjoy a vaca- 
tien. I believe that-that end is gained_by 


____a_little-serious-werk-in—vacation, andthat | 


that work 1s best pursued 
method, 

- 1. It ought to RADpGn to an intelligent 
boy or girl that the year’s work in school 
has, suggested one or two subjects which 
there hae been no time for as the regular 
demands of school work were met. Now 
vacation 1s given, really, for precisely the 
purpose of picking up such dropped 
stitches, if I may use a similie which 
would have been familiar to our grand- 
mothers. Here is the gap to be filled, and 
here is the time in which to. fill it. Take 
a little care, as the vacation begihs, to go 
back over the school work of a_ year, and 
see what there was which you would have 
liked to carry a little farther. I should 
say that, particularly in the study of his- 
tory, there would be points which you 
would like to work out in more. careful 
reading than you were able to give them 
as the regular school work went on. And 
in those schools where any branch of nat- 


with some 
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ural history is taught, I know very well 
that the short time which can be given to 
it in our system 18 only such as to tantal- 
ize an enthusiastic scholar, so that he will 
be glad of an opportunity to expand the 
suggestions which have been made in the 
books, and to bring them out in much 
larger detail. 

Now I am sure that the boy or girl who 
will ‘highly resolve” when ‘the vacation 
begins, to give one or, better, two hours 
of every day to some regular reading on 
the lines which are thus indicated, will 
find that.the weeks of vacation life pass 
far more pleasantly than if they are left to 
the.helter-skelter or the accident of the 
day. Nine-tenths of the readers of these 
tines have a good public library within 
ten miles of'their homes. Suppose now 
that in some talk at school the bell struck, 
and all conversation ended, just when you 
were interested about Queen Elizabeth or 
about Essex, about’ Mary Chilton or the 
hanging of Mary Dyer on Boston Com- 
mon.. The teacher very likely said, ‘‘We 
must take that up another day’; and that 
other day never came. It has ceme now. 
And there 1s every reason why you should 
walk or ride over to the public library, 
and, if necessary, spend an hour or two in 
hunting up the books of those you need 
for working out for yourself a historical 
inquiry. Of course I name these instances 
merely as instances; there are thousands 
of similar instances which must occur, 
and it is for the reader to ask himself, a 
little carefully,where he has found himself 
ignorant, in conversation or reading in 
the last year, where a little systematic 
reading would show him something which 
nobody has explained to him. 


2. Vacation life with most of us.means 
country life, and this suggests “thatthe 
regular two hours of reading or work: 
which I have asked for would be well 
given to some broad view of outwafd 
nature. The books which are now at 
everybody’s command for such purposes 
are really clfarming. One of the quarrels 
we have with school life is that such books 
canuot be more largely introduced into 
the regular work of the schoolroom. But’ 
that 1s really impossible, and I should like 
to suggest to people who can be in the 
open air such books as Bradford Torrey’s 
Birds in the Bush, or Mr. John Bur- 
yough’s Pepacton, or Locusts and Wild 
Honey. Let me give you this short hst 
of some books which may be a help ‘to 
you in natural history study:

3. I was speaking to some nice girls 
yesterday, as they went off to their vaca- 
tion, and I teld them that each of them 
ought to take. a pencil and a sketch-book, 
and teach herself to draw as the summer 
went by. I say the same to the young 
people who read this article. Do not tell 
me that you have no genius for drawing. 
I should hke to know ‘what the writing 
teacher at school would have said to you 
last October, if you had said that you had 
no genius for writing, and therefore hoped 
to be excused from: that exercise as the 
months went on. You would have been 
told that in the civilized world you must 
write; and'I have no doubt that you have 
made real improvement as the {autumn 
and winter have passed. Now writing is 
a very difficult form of drawing. It con- 
sists in reproducing constantly a series of 


‘better_with somebody else. 
tired of telling young people how much 


images which in fact, as the historians 
tell us, are derived from hieroglyphic pic- 
tures, and unless you can reproduce these 
with a good deal of skill, nobody can read 
what you write. Chapman, the distin- 
guished artist, used to say: ‘‘Anybody who 
can learn to write can learn to draw”; 
and this is undoubtedly true. It is not 
true that one person can draw as well as 
another; but it is true that everyone can 
draw well enough to re-present what he 
sees, so that another can understand 
something of what he has seen. 

In this business you are the best teacher 
whom you can find. Youare not to un- 
dertake elaborate or difficult work, but 
you are to train your eye so that you shall 
know the difference..between a large ob- 
ject and a small one, between a wheel 
seen from the front or behind, and a 
wheel seen at any ‘other anglé. There | is 
evety reason why you should train your 
hand to express what your eye sees, and 
in a very little practice you can .do,se. 
What is called learning to draw is, in fact, 
very largely learning to see. The little 
technical mulling over the paper for this 


‘touch’? or that—of—a—peneil, which-the- 


old-fashioned drawing teachers used to 
make a great deal of fuss about, has, in 
fact, very little to do with it. If you will 
learn to see, and then’ will try to re-pre- 
sent rightly. and truly what you see, you 
will soon teach yourself what are the limi- 
tations of your process. You will teach 
yourself. to select good objects for your 
delineation, you will learn not to attempt 
too much, and at thé'énd of the summer 
you will have a store laid up for memory, 
and a foundation on which to impreve in 
another year. 

4. All of this you will do a great deal 
I am never 


they gain under the magic of the word 
‘‘together.’? A quick person helps a slow 
one, and a slow person helps a quick one. 
An imaginative person helps one who is 
not imaginative, and 1s helped in turn. A 
bold person, with an eager forelook, helps 
a person who is timid, and a timid person 
helps one who is|courageous. Three is 
perhaps the perfection of such a society. 
Three boys or, girls, or boys and girls, 
studying together, will learn five times as 
much as one would learn alone. Or, if 
they go off on a geological tramp to- 
gether, they will observe five: times as 
much as one would alone. If they under- 


‘take to make a cabinet of barks or woods, 


there will be not a rivalry, but a mutual 
assistance which will secure a result much 
more worth securing than can follow if 
one person has to attend to every detail. 
I should like to recommend to anybody 
who can get hold of it the very curious 
articles by Mr. Stanley Hall, puplished, I 
think, in “‘Scribner’s Magazine” in 1888, 
which shows how a whole company of 
youtig people from two or three families 
actually” created a town in their play- 
ground, and wrought out some rather dif- 
ficult problems-even of political economy. 
All this came from the power of co-opera- 
tion, or, as I said, from the magic of 
‘together, " 

In all these suggestions I have taken it 
for granted that you are going'to use va- 
cation for really enlarging your life. If 
you are, you are going to be better ac- 
quainted at the end of the vacation than 
you were at the beginning, with other 
people: * And this means that you are not 
going to be snobbish, you are not going 
to think of yourself more highly than you 


ought to think. Your are not going to} 


se Sparate yourself from the people around 
you with whom you are thrown, but you 
are going.to meet them a little more than 
half way, and enter into friendly relations 
with them. I. know nothing more absurd 
than to see girls. or boys at a large sum- 
mer boarding house or hotel, at the moun- 
tains or on the seashore, throwing away 
the whole advantage which has been 
gained by leaving home, undertaking to 
carry with.them a certain petty exclusive- 
ness which has probably' made their lives 
very miserable before. Be quite sure that 
it is in friendship with the’peeple around 
you, and in intimacy with some of them, 
perhaps, that yourlife is to be enlarged. 
Be quite sure to find out how people live 
in the place where you have gone to spend 
your vacation. Do not carry with you 
any abstrd notions that your life is better 
than their life, or-yaur.babits better than 
their habits. It you are with the fisher- 
men, try to live as fishermen live if you 
are’ with mountaineers, try to''live as 


mountaineers live;: if you are with farm- 
ers, learn how to milk a cow, to saddle a 
horse, to drive the cows from pasture; if 
you are in a great manufacturing town, 
find out what are the interests of that 


town, and be able to carry to your home 


some knowledge of its affairs and the way 
people live who are there. If you are in 
that great caravansary, a mountain hotel,

The Agassiz Association 


Attacked by E. E. Fish, a leading orni- 
thologist of Buffalo, N. Y., in, his book on 


‘Birds recently published.” 


“The Agassiz Association, itself a wor- 
thy organization, with laudable aims, soon 
had thousands in its ranks who degene- 
rated into mere specimen gatherers. The 
egg-collecting craze affected boys alike in 
cities, villages, and rural districts. The 
country was scoured far and near for nests 
and eggs. Lawns, hedges, orchards, 
fields, and highways were mercilessly ran- 
sacked, and every nest commog or rare 
despoiled; even cemeteries, always favor- 
ite resorts for the birds, were not exempt 
from the destroyer. Within the last few 
years millions of eggs have thus been de- 
stroyed, and little scientific knowledge 
gained by this manner of study. Not one 
egg in a thousand was preserved two 
months; not many of them that number 
of days. I have had thousands brought 
to me by boys for identification. In an- 
swer to questions I more frequently found 
that the boys had little or no knowledge 
of the subject, often not knowing what 
species they had robbed. These eggs 
were to them as so many marbles, or 
otlier toys, trophies valued only as objects 
of barter, but the effects on the bird .popu- 
lation were none the less injurious. Many 
of the older members, claiming to be en- 
gaged in the investigation of science, go 
forth maiming and killing their thousands 
of the commonest birds, those that every 
intelligent. school-boy knows. What new 
facts will these people ever give in return 
for this license? Our birds have all been 
identified and described, and a further 
persecution of them in that direction is 
selfishly-barbarous, and ought not longer 
to be-tolerated. Even all these causes 
seem dwarfed when compared with the 
destruction of the birds for millinery and 
decorative purposes. If the facts con- 
nected with this traffic could generally be 
made known, a thrill of indignation would 
take possession of every right-minded 
person, and the community in wrath would 
demand that the outrage be. “sunimarily 
stopped. — 

Those who have investigated the sub- 
ject know that thousands of men and boys, 
all over the country, are regularly em- 
ployed to. kill and skin our native birds. 
If-you-would see the results, visit some of 
the large establishments where this kind 
of goods is sold to smaller dealers, and in- 
quire asa purchaser., Some of them han- 
dle hundreds of thousands in. a season. 
Then go the rounds of the retail fancy 
stores and millinery shops’ in any large 


city. In each maybe—seen—hundreds-ir 


stock. It is the same in all country vil- 
lages. Who has not been disgusted and 
saddened in looking through the fancy 
Shops at'Niagara Falls to see the havoc 
that -+has been made with the songsters to 
give this display of bright feathers, 
mounted on' fans ungainly perched in 
cases, lying in hundreds on shelves, and 
packcd in boxes; tanagers, blue _birds, 
cedar birds, orioles, humming birds, and 
goldfinches, more’of these skeletons in 
this oné village than can be found alive. in 
two entire counties. Here, too, men are 
regularly employed to supply these es- 
tablishments. 

Attention need not be called to the. in- 
dividual uses-of these. decorations. You 
can see them on the hats of rich and poor, 
old and- young; a whole biftt” on one, a 
half-dozen wings on another, beaks and 
breasts on others; hateful, emblems of 
vanity and thoughtless cruelty, most un- 
becoming to our fair women and sweet- 
faced sites : 


The . beautiful little indigo birds, look- 
ing like patches of blue sky among the 
leaves, are nearly gone. The tanagers, 
with their tropical brilliancy, are almost 
extinct. ‘The American goldfinches, so 
sprightly and musical, and formerly so 
plentiful in every field and orchard, where 
they were at home in trees or on pasture 
thistles, gems of jet and gold, are now 
seén only occasionally. ; 

The blué birds have had an equally 
hard fate. The rollicking bobolinks, im- 
mortalized by Irving, no longer thrill the 
school-boys in country meadows. The wee 
humming birds, whose diminutive forms 
should have sucured them from harm, are 
now oftener seen on wearing apparel than 
on the flowers. 

Their shining wings and ruby throats 
proved “their undoing.’’ Where are the 
flocks of snow buntings that used to give 
a touch of summer to the wintry fields? 
Where are the troops of beautiful cedar 
birds, of meadow;larks and purple finches, 
that were a few years ago so plentiful? 

A few more years of such wanton war- 
fare on these unbought yet priceless bless- 
ings, a few more years of crime against 
the .“‘wise order of the world,’’ and men 
will walk the voiceless fields and woods, 
where, instead of bright wings amid the 
green foliage, and artistic structures filled 
with eggs and fluttering birds, only un- 
sightly nests of crawling worms will dan- 
gle from leafless bush and tree» In_ place 


of soothing, happy bird voices, only the ~ 


fretting hum of troublesome insects will 
worry’ the stenting ear.’—Our Dumb 
Animals. 


Old Advice for New Writers. 


Take for your motto: ‘‘Whoever can 
think and speak well can also write well.’’ 

Make crisp, consice sentences. ‘‘Sim- 
plicity is the fisrt charm of. good style.” 
In rewriting cut out all the ‘‘fine’’ or 
“flowery”? passages. 

Use short, every-day words, if they will | 
clearly express your meaning. . Do not” 
ay: ‘She attempted to attract the atten- 
tion of an assembly of juveniles by the 
recital of a small collection of anecdotes,” 
when you mean that. ‘‘She tried to amuse 
the children by telling them stories.” 

Be careful of the arrangement of your 
sentences and the words jn them, and 
thus avoid ridiculous, and often serious, 
mistakes. Do not say, for instance, 
‘‘Wanted, an experienced nurse to take 
care of a. child thirty or forty years of 
age. 9? 

Cultivate the habit of writing as you 
would talk. Call red ‘‘red,”’ not ‘‘ruby”’; 


speak of ‘the green fields,” not ‘‘the 
emerald fields.” 
Avoid tautology. Do not write: ‘The 


traveller, tired and weary with his jour- 
ney, lay down to rest.”’ 

Avoid redundancy. Do not say: ‘‘An- 
‘Other old veteran has departed.’ 

Avoid the unnecessary use of. connec- 
tives. Only a bad writer would say: ‘I 
went to see her ahd spend the afternoon, 
and stay to tea and spend the evening, 
and have her go home with me and stay 
all night.” 

In regard to subjects; write of some- 
thing with which you are.familiar, or;with 
which you can hecome familiar by careful 
study. For instance, you may tell of your 
success with pansies, or read-up the sub- 


ject ‘‘Sponges,”;to make an interesting 


account forchildren. It issaid: “A man’s 
best things lie nearest him.’’ You are 
-apt to imagine that nothing less than a 
trip tothe Pacific coast will furnish suit- 
able material for a good article. The four- 
leaved clover grows at your door-step. 
Make the.most of. your small opportuni- 


ties while yow-are on it Bon oe sor larger = 


openings. 

After selection, oluiige at once into your 
subject; be sure you strike a keynote at 
the outset to which you may return at the 
close, and thus secure a complete, es 
monious whole. = 

Have an object in your essay. Give the 
reader fun, or information, or help in 
some way; especially something that is 
alive, 8 

Do.not attempt too much in one article. 
Never appear to preach. Be practical, 
even commonplace. There is very little 
demand for abstract or flowery literature. ° 

Finally, be brief. Condense, cut out 
every superfluous word: or setitence.—

A new aystem of police signalling has:

Ina small cupboard in the 
center of the post is an apparatus with 


number of sentences to -represent- the 
communications. which a- policeman. 
would be most likely to make orally if 
he had the chance, such as ‘‘burglary 
here,” “help wanted,” ‘‘a riot here,’” 
and so on. By simply turning a han- 
dle on the disk to the sentence he 
wishes to convey the message will im- 
mediately appear upon a corresponding 
disk at the police station, together with 
the number of the lamp from which it 
is sent; and the officer in charge at the 
police station can just as quickly send 
back an intimation that the message: 
has been received. Another feature of 
the system is an arrangement by which 
a householder, by means of a key with 
which he would be furnished by the 
authorities for a small annual payment, 
could attract the attention of the po- 
liceman on a beat by causing a red
